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Prolog 

Nuh ibn Lamech ibn Methuselah known as Noah in the 
Old Testament, is recognized in Islam as a prophet and 
apostle of Allah SWT (God). He is an important figure 
in Islamic tradition, as he is one of the earliest prophets 
sent by God to mankind. According to Islam, Noah's 
mission was to save a wicked world, plunged in 
depravity and sin. God charged Noah with the duty of 
preaching to his people to make them abandon idolatry 
and to worship only the One Creator and to live good 
and pure lives. 

Although he preached the Message of God with zeal, 
his people refused to mend their ways, leading to his 
building of the Ark and the Deluge, the Great Flood in 
which all the evil people of his time perished. Noah's 
preaching and prophet-hood spanned 950 years 
according to Quran. Noah’s mission had a double 
character: he had to warn his people, asking them to 
call for repentance and, at the same time, he had to 
preach about God's mercy and forgiveness, promising 
them the glad tidings God would provide if they led 
righteous lives. References to Noah are scattered 
throughout the Qur'an, and there is even an entire sura 
carrying his name, Noah. 

Little is kn own of Noah's personal history before his 
call to prophecy. However, Ibn Kathir records him to 
have been the son of Lamech and grandson of 
Methuselah, one of the patriarchs from the Generations 
of Adam. 
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Noah was neither the leader of the tribe nor a very rich 
man but, even before being called to prophecy, he 
worshiped God faithfully and was, in the words of the 
Qur'an, "a devotee most grateful".According to Islam, 
he was a prophet, sent to warn mankind of that region 
and his people to change their ways. He conveyed the 
message for over 950 years. 

For Muslims, Noah was married to a woman whose 
name is not mentioned in the Quran. Some Islamic 
historians such as Al-Tabari have suggested that the 
name of Noah's wife was Umzrah bint Barakil but this 
cannot be confirmed. Most Muslims simply call her by 
her biblical name Naamah. Islamic scholars agree that 
Noah had four sons whose names were Ham, Shem, 
Yam and Japheth. According to the Quran, one of 
Noah's sons was a disbeliever who refused to come 
aboard the Ark, instead preferring to climb a mountain, 
where he drowned. It is agreed among most Islamic 
scholars that Yam was the one who drowned; the other 
three remained believers. 

The Quran states that Noah’s wife was not a believer 
with him so she did not join him; neither did one of 
Noah's sons (Yam), who was secretly a disbeliever but 
had pretended faith in front of Noah. The sons of Noah 
are not expressly mentioned in the Qur'an, except for 
the fact that one of the sons was among the people who 
did not follow his own father, not among the believers 
and thus was washed away in the flood. Also the 
Qur’an indicates a great calamity, enough to have 
destroyed Noah's people, but to have saved him and his 
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generations to come. Islamic literature recounts that in 
the Generations of Adam, many men and women 
continued to follow Adam's original teachings, 
worshiping God alone and remaining righteous. 
Among Adam's descendants there were many brave 
and pious men, greatly loved and revered by their 
respective communities. Exegesis goes on to narrate 
that, upon the death of these elders, people felt 
enonnous grief and some felt prompted to make statues 
of these people in remembrance of them. Then, 
gradually, through the generations many forgot what 
such statues were for and began to worship them, (as 
the shaytan (satan) slowly deceived each generation) 
along with many other idols. In order to guide the 
people, God appointed Prophet Noah (Nuh) with the 
duty of being the next prophet to humanity. 
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Tales of Prophet Noah (Nuh) 

He was Noah Ibn Lamik, Ibn Mitoshilkh, Ibn Enoch, 
Ibn yard, Ibn Mahlabeel, Ibn Qinan, Ibn Anoush, Ibn 
Seth, Ibn Adam the Father of Mankind (PBUH). 

According to the history of the People of the Book, 
(refers to the Jews, and Christians, so called by Allah 
because they received Revealed Books, Taurat, Zabur 
and Injeel. These names are translated ’Torah, Psalms, 
and Gospels’ respectively, but the books that are 
extent are corrupt. Of the Revealed Books, ONLY the 
Quran remains exactly as it was revealed). 

The period between the birth of Prophet Nuh (Noah) 
and the death of Prophet Adam was 146 years. 
(According to Genesis 5 (new Revised Standard 
Version), Noah was born one hundred and twenty six 
years after the death of Adam. Ibn Abbas narrated that 
the Prophet Muhammad (PBUH) said: "The period 
between Adam and Noah was ten centuries." (Sahih 
Bukhari, Noah was born 1056 years after Adam's 
creation (or after he left the Garden of Eden). Thus, this 
hadith does not contradict the previous statement from 
the People of the Book as it may first appear to do. The 
reader should keep in mind, however that any 
statement or narratives taken from the People of the 
Book are not necessarily credible. This was taken from 
Genesis 5). 

For many generations Noah's people had been 
worshipping statues that they called gods. They 
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believed that these gods would bring them good, 
protect them from evil and provide all their needs. 
They gave their idols names such as Waddan, Suwa'an, 
Yaghutha, Ya’auga, and Nasran, (These idols 
represented, respectively, manly power; mutability, 
beauty; brute strength, swiftness, sharp sight, insight) 
according to the power they thought these gods 
possessed. 

Allah the Almighty revealed: " They (idolaters) have 
said: "You shall not leave your gods nor shall you 
leave Wadd, nor Suwa, nor Yaghuth, nor Ya uq nor 
Nasr (names of the idols)." (CH 71:23 Quran). 

Originally these were the names of good people who 
had lived among them. After their deaths, statues of 
them were erected to keep their memories alive. After 
sometime, however, people began to worship these 
statues. Later generations did not even know why they 
had been erected; they only knew their parents had 
prayed to them. That is how idol worshipping 
developed. Since they had no understanding of Allah 
the Almighty Who would punish them for their evil 
deeds, they became cruel and immoral. 

Ibn Abbas explained: "Following upon the death of 
those righteous men, Satan inspired their people to 
erect statues in the places where they used to sit. They 
did this, but these statues were not worshiped until the 
coming generations deviated from the right way of life. 
Then they worshipped them as their idols." 
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In his version, Ibn Jarir narrated: "There were 
righteous people who lived in the period between 
Adam and Noah and who had followers who held them 
as models. After their death, their friends who used to 
emulate them said: 'If we make statues of them, it will 
be more pleasing to us in our worship and will remind 
us of them.' So they built statues of them, and , after 
they had died and others came after them, Iblis crept 
into their minds saying:’Your forefathers used to 
worship them, and through that worship they got rain.’ 
So they worshipped them." 

Ibn Abi Hatim related this story: "Waddan was a 
righteous man who was loved by his people. When he 
died, they withdrew to his grave in the land of 
Babylonia and were overwhelmed by sadness. When 
Iblis saw their sorrow caused by his death, he disguised 
himself in the form of a man saying: 'I have seen your 
sorrow because of this man’s death; can I make a statue 
like him which could be put in your meeting place to 
make you remember him?' They said: 'Yes.' 

So he made the statue like him. They put it in their 
meeting place in order to be reminded of him. When 
Iblis saw their interest in remembering him, he said: 
'Can I build a statue of him in the home of each one of 
you so that he would be in everyone's house and you 
could remember him?' 

They agreed. Their children learned about and saw 
what they were doing. They also learned about their 
remembrance of him instead of Allah. So the first to be 
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worshipped instead of Allah was Waddan, the idol 
which they named thus." 

The essence of this point is that every idol from those 
earlier mentioned was worshipped by a certain group 
of people. It was mentioned that people made picture 
sand as the ages passed they made these pictures into 
statues, so that their forms could be fully recognized; 
afterwards they were worshipped instead of Allah. 

It was narrated that Umm Salrnah and Umm Habibah 
told Allah’s Prophet Muhammad (PBUH) about the 
church called "Maria" which they had seen in the land 
of Abyssinia. They described its beauty and the 
pictures therein. He said: "Those are the people who 
build places of worship on the grave of every dead man 
who was righteous and then make therein those 
pictures. Those are the worst of creation unto Allah." 
(Sahih al Bukhari). 

Worshipping anything other than Allah is a tragedy 
that results not only in the loss of freedom; its serious 
effect reaches man’s mind and destroys it as well. 
Almighty Allah created man and his mind with its 
purpose set on achieving knowledge the most 
important of which is that Allah alone is the Creator 
and all the rest are worshippers (slaves). Therefore, 
disbelief in Allah, or polytheism, results in the loss of 
freedom, the destruction of the mind, and the absence 
of a noble target in life. (By worshipping anything 
other than Allah, man becomes enslaved to Satan, who 
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is himself a creature and becomes harnessed to his own 
baser qualities). 

Into this environment Allah sent Noah with His 
message to his people. Noah was the only intellectual 
not caught in the whirlpool of man’s destruction which 
was caused by polytheism. 

Allah is His Mercy sent His messenger Noah to guide 
his people. Noah was an excellent speaker and a very 
patient man. He pointed out to his people the mysteries 
of life and the wonders of the universe. He pointed out 
how the night is regularly followed by the day and that 
the balance between these opposites were designed by 
Allah the Almighty for our good. The night gives 
coolness and rest while the day gives wannth and 
awakens activity. The sun encourages growth, keeping 
all plants and animals alive, while the moon and stars 
assist in the reckoning of time, direction and seasons. 
He pointed out that the ownership of the heavens and 
the earth belongs only to the Divine Creator. 

Therefore, he explained to this people, there cannot 
have been more than one deity. He clarified to them 
how the devil had deceived them for so long and that 
the time had come for this deceit to stop. Noah spoke 
to them of Allah's glorification of man, how HE had 
created him and provided him with sustenance and the 
blessings of a mind. He told them that idol worshipping 
was a suffocating injustice to the mind. He warned 
them not to worship anyone but Allah and described 
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the terrible punishment Allah would mete out if they 
continued in their evil ways. 

The people listened to him in silence. His words were 
a shock to their stagnating minds as it is a shock to a 
person who is asleep under a wall which is about to fall 
and who is vigorously awakened. This person may be 
alanned and may even become angry although the aim 
was to save him. 

Noah’s people were divided into two groups after his 
warning. His words touched the hearts of the weak, the 
poor, and the miserable and soothed their wounds with 
its mercy. As for the rich, the strong, the mighty and 
the rulers they looked upon the warning with cold 
distrust. They believed they would be better off if 
things stayed as they were. Therefore they started their 
war of words against Noah. 

First they accused Noah of being only human like 
themselves. 'The chiefs of the disbeliveers among his 
people said: "We see you but a man like ourselves. 
(Ch 11:27 Quran) He, however, had never said 
anything other than that. He asserted that, indeed, he 
was only a human being; Allah had sent a human 
messenger because the earth winhabited by humans. If 
it had been inhabited by angels Allah would have sent 
an angelic messenger. 

The contest between the polytheists and Noah 
continued, the rulers had thought at first that Noah's 
call would soon fade on its own. When they found that 
his call attracted the poor, the helpless and common 
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laborers, they started to verbally attack and taunt him: 
'You are only followed by the poor, the meek and the 
worthless.’ 

Allah the Almighty told us: "Indeed We sent Noah to 
his people (he said): "I have come to you as a plain 
Warner that you worship none but Allah, surely, I fear 
for you the torment of a painful Day." the chiefs of the 
disbeliveers among his people said: "We see you but a 
man like ourselves, nor do we see any follow you but 
the meanest among us and they too followed you 
without thinking. And we do not see in you any merit 
above us in fact we think you are liars.” (CH 11:25- 
27). 

Thus the conflict between Noah and the heads of his 
people intensified. The disbeliveers tried to bargain: 
"Listen Noah, if you want us to believe in you, then 
dismiss your believers. They are meek and poor, while 
are elite and rich; no faith c an include us both." Noah 
listened to the heathens of his community and realized 
they were being obstinate. However, he was gentle in 
his response. He explained to his people that he could 
not dismiss the believers as they were not his guests 
but Allah's. 

Noah appealed to them: "O my people! I ask of you no 
wealth for it, my reward is from none but Allah. Iam 
not going to drive away those who have believed. 
Surely, they are going to meet their Lord, but I see that 
you are a people that are ignorant. O my people! Who 
will help me against Allah, if I drove them away? Will 
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you not then give a thought? And I do not say to you 
that with me are the Treasures of Allah nor that I know 
the unseen, nor do I say I am an angel, and I do not say 
of those whom your eyes look down upon that Allah 
will not bestow any good on them. Allah knows what is 
in their inner selves (regards to Belief). In that case, I 
should, indeed be one of the Zalimeen (wrongdoers, 
oppressors etc). " (Ch 11:29-31 Quran) 

Noah refuted the arguments of the disbeliveers with the 
noble knowledge of the prophets. It is the logic of 
intellect that rids itself of personal pride and interests. 

The rulers were tired of Noah's arguments. Allah the 
Exalted related their attitude: They said: "O Noah! You 
have disputed with us and much have you prolonged 
the dispute with us, now bring upon us what you 
threaten us with, if you are of the truthful." He said: 
"Only Allah will bring it (the punishment) on you, if He 
will, and then you will escape not. And my advice will 
not profit you, even if I wish to give you counsel, if 
Allah's Will is to keep you astray. He is your Lord! And 
to Him you shall return." (Ch 11:32-34 Quran) 

The battle continued; the arguments between the 
disbeliveers and Noah became prolonged. When all the 
refutations of the disbeliveers collapsed and they had 
no more to say, they began to be rude and insulted 
Allah’s prophet: 'The leaders of his people said: 
"Verily, we see you in plain error." (Ch 7:60 Quran) 

Noah responded in the manner of the prophets: "O my 
people! There is no error in me, but I am a Messenger

from the Lord of theAlamin (mankind, jinn and all that 
exists)! I convey unto you the Messages of my Lord and 
give sincere advice to you. And I know from Allah what 
you know not." (CH 7:61-62 Quran) 

Noah continued appealing to his people to believe in 
Allah hour after hour, day after day year after year. He 
admonished his people and called them to Allah day 
and night, in secret and openly. HE gave them 
examples, explained Allah's signs and illustrated 
Allah's ability in the fonnation of His creatures. But 
whenever he called them to Allah, they ran away from 
him. Whenever he urged them to ask Allah to forgive 
them, they put their lingers in their ears and became 
too proud to listen to the truth. 

Allah the Almighty related what Noah faced: Verily, 
We sent Noah to his people saying: "Warn your people 
before there comes to them a painful torment." 

He said: "O my people! Verily, lam a plain Warner to 
you, that you should worship Allah alone, be dutiful to 
Him and obey me, He (Allah) will forgive you of your 
sins and respite you to an appointed term. Verily, the 
term of Allah when it comes, cannot be delayed, if you 
but knew." 

He said: "O my Lord! Verily, I have called my people 
night and day (secretly and openly to accept the 
doctrine of Islamic Monotheism), but all my calling 
added nothing but to their flight from the truth. Verily! 
Everytime I called unto them that You might forgive 
them, they thrust their fingers into their ears, covered 
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themselves up with their garments, and persisted (in 
their refusal), and magnified themselves in pride. Then 
verily, I called to them openly (aloud); then verily, I 
proclaimed to them in public, and I have appealed to 
them in private, I said to them: ’Ask forgiveness from 
your Lord, Verily, He is Oft Forgiving; He will send 
rain to you in abundance, and give you increase in 
wealth and children, and bestow on you gardens and 
bestow on you rivers." 

What is the matter with you, that you fear not Allah 
(His Punishmen t), and you hope not for reward from 
Allah or you believe not in His Oneness. While He has 
created you in different stages. (Ch 23:13-14 Quran) 

See you not how Allah has created the seven heavens 
one above another, and has made the moon a light 
therein and made the sun a lamp? And Allah has 
brought you forth from the dust of earth. Afterwards 
He will return you into it (the earth), and bring you 
forth (again on the Day of Resurrection) Allah has 
made for you the earth wide spread (an expanse) that 
you may go about therein broad roads. 

Noah said: "My Lord! They have disobeyed me, and 
followed one whose wealth and children give him no 
increase but only loss. They have plotted a mighty plot. 
They have said: 'you shall not leave your gods, nor 
shall you leave wadd, nor Suwa, nor Yaghuth, nor 
ya'uq nor Nasr (names of the idols). Indeed they have 
led many astray. O Allah! Grant no increase to the 
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Zalimeen (polytheists, wrongdoers, and disbeliveers 
etc) save error." 

Because of their sins they were drowned, then were 
made to enter the Fire and they found none to help 
them instead of Allah. (Ch 71:1-25 Quran). 

Noah continued to call his people to believe in Allah 
for nine hundred fifty years. Allah the Almighty said: 
Indeed We sent Noah to his people and he stayed 
among them a thousand years less fifty years (inviting 
them to believe in the Oneness of Allah (Monotheism) 
and discard the false gods and other deities). (Ch 
29:14 Quran) 

It happened that every passing generation admonished 
the succeeding one not to believe Noah and to wage 
war against him. the father used to teach his child about 
the matter that was between himself and Noah and 
counsel him to reject his call when he reached 
adulthood. Their natural disposition rejected believing 
and following the truth. 

Noah saw that the number of believers was not 
increasing, while that of the disbeliveers was. He was 
sad for his people, but he never reached the point of 
despair. 

There came a day when Allah revealed to Noah that no 
others would believe. Allah inspired him not to grieve 
for them at which point Noah prayed that the 
disbeliveers be destroyed. He said: "My Lord! Leave 
not one of the disbeliveers on the earth. If you leave 
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them, they will mislead Your slaves and they will beget 
none but wicked disbeliveers." (Ch 71:27 Quran) 

Allah accepted Noah’s prayer. The case was closed, 
and He passed His judgment on the disbeliveers in the 
form of a flood. Allah the Exalted ordered His 
worshipper Noah to build an ark with His knowledge 
and instructions and with the help of angels. Almighty 
Allah commanded: "And construct the ship under Our 
Eyes and with Our Inspiration and address Me not on 
behalf of those who did wrong; they are surely to be 
drowned." (Ch 11:37 Quran) 

Noah chose a place outside the city, far from the sea. 
HE collected wood and tools and began to day and 
night to build the ark. The people's mockery continued: 
"O Noah! Does carpentry appeal to you more than 
prophethood? Why are you building an ark so far from 
the sea? Are you going to drag it to the water or is the 
wind going to carry it for you?" Noah replied: "You 
will come to know who will be put to shame and 
suffer." 

Allah the Almighty narrated: As he was constructing 
the ship, whenever the chiefs of his people passed by 
him, they made a mockery of him. He said : "If you 
mock at us, so do we mock at you likewise for your 
mocking. And you will know who it is on whom will 
come a torment that will cover him with disgrace and 
on whom will fall a lasting torment." (Ch 11:38-39 
Quran) 
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The ship was constructed, and Noah sat waiting Allah's 
command. Allah revealed to him that when water 
miraculously gushed forth from the oven at Noah's 
house, that would be the sign of the start of the flood, 
and the sign for Noah to act. 

The terrible day arrived when the oven at Noah's house 
overflowed. Noah hurried to open the ark and summon 
the believers. He also took with him a pair, male and 
female, of every type of animal, bird and insect. Seeing 
him taking these creatures to the ark, the people 
laughed loudly: "Noah must have gone out of his head! 
What is he going to do with the animals?" 

Almighty Allah narrated: So it was till then there came 
Our Command and the oven gushed forth (water like 
fountains from the earth). We said: "Embark therein, 
of each kind two (male and female), and your family, 
except him against whom the Word has already gone 
forth, and those who believe." And none believed him 
except a few. (Ch 11:40 Quran) 

Noah's wife was not a believer with him so she did not 
join him; neither did one of Noah's sons, who was 
secretly a disbeliever but had pretended faith in front 
of Noah. Likewise most of the people were 
disbeliveers and did not go on board. 

The scholars hold different opinions on the number of 
those who were with Noah on the ship. Ibn Abbas 
stated that there were 80 believers while Ka ab al 
Ahbar held that there were 72 believers. Others 
claimed that there were 10 believers with Noah. 
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Water rose from the cracks in the earth; there was not 
a crack from which water did not rise, rain poured from 
the sky in quantities never seen before on earth. Water 
continued pouring from the sky rising from the cracks; 
hour after hour the level rose. The seas and waves 
invaded the land. The interior of the earth moved in a 
strange way, and the ocean floors lifted suddenly, 
flooding the dry land. The earth, for the first time was 
submerged. 

Allah told the story thus: He (Noah) said: "Embark 
therein in the Name of Allah will be its moving course 
and its resting anchorage. Surely, my Lord is Oft 
Forgiving, most Merciful." so it (the ship) sailed with 
them amidst the waves like mountains, and Noah 
called out to his son, who had separated himself 
(apart), "O my son! Embark with us and be not with 
the disbeliveers." The son replied, "I will betake myself 
to a mountain, it will save me from the water." Noah 
said: "This day there is no savior from the Decree of 
Allah except him on whom He has mercy. "And a wave 
came in between them so he (the son) was among the 
drowned. 

It was said: "O Earth! Swallow up your water, and O 
sky! Withhold (your rain)." The water was diminished 
(made to subside) and the Decree (of Allah) was 
fulfilled (the destruction of the people of Noah). And it 
(the ship) rested on Mount Judi, and it was said: "Away 
with the people who are Zalimeen (polytheists, and 
wrongdoing) 1" 
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Noah called upon his Lord and said, ”0 my Lord! 
Verily, my son is of my family! Certainly, Your Promise 
is true, and You are the Most Just of the judges." HE 
said: "O Noah! Surely, he is not ofyour family; verily, 
his work is unrighteous, so ask not of Me that of which 
you have no knowledge! I admonish you, lest you be 
one of the ignorants." 

Noah said: "O my Lord! I seek refuge with You from 
asking You that of which I have no knowledge. And 
unless You forgive me and have Mercy on me, I would 
indeed be one of the losers." 

It was said: ”0 Noah! Come down (from the ship) with 
peace from Us and blessings on you and on the people 
o\who are with you(and on some of their offspring), but 
(there will be other) people to whom We shall grant 
their pleasures (for a time), but in the end a painful 
torment will reach them from Us.” (Ch 11:41-48 
Quran) 

With the issue of the divine command, calm returned 
to earth, the water retreated, and the dry land shone 
once again in the rays of the sun. The flood had 
cleansed the earth of the disbeliveers and polytheists. 

Noah released the birds, and the beats which scattered 
over the earth. After that the believers disembarked. 
Noah put his forehead to the ground in prostration. The 
survivors kindled a fire and sat around it. Lighting a 
fire had been prohibited on board so as not to ignite the 
ship's wood and bum it up. None of them had eaten hot 
food during the entire period of the floor. Following 
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the disembarkation there was a day of fasting in thanks 
to Allah. 

The Quran draws the curtain on Noah's story. We do 
not know how his affairs with his people continued. 
All we know or can ascertain is that on his deathbed he 
requested his son to worship Allah alone, Noah then 
passed away. 

Abdullah Ibn Amru Ibn A1 as narrated that the Prophet 
Muhammad (PBUH) said: "When the death of the 
Messenger of Allah Noah approached, the admonished 
his sons: 'Indeed I would give you far reaching advice, 
commanding you to do 2 things, and warning you 
against doing 2 things as well. I charge you to believe 
that there is no god but Allah and that if the seven 
heavens and the seven earths were put on one side of a 
scale and the words "there is no god but Allah" were 
put on the other, the latter would outweigh the former. 
I warn you against associating partners with Allah and 
against pride." (Sahih al Bukhari) 

Some traditions said that his grave is in the Scared 
Mosque in Mecca, while others said that he was buried 
in Baalabak, a city in Iraq.

Por lo tanto, este hadiz no 
contradice la afirmacion anterior de la Gente del Libro, 
como puede parecer que hace al principio. Sin 
embargo, debe tenerse en cuenta que cualquier 
declaracion o narracion tomada de la Gente del Libro 
no es necesariamente creible. Esto fue tornado de 
Genesis 5). 

Durante muchas generaciones, la gente de Noe habia 
estado adorando estatuas a las que llamaban dioses. 
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Cretan que estos dioses los traerian bien, los 
protegerian del mal y proporcionarlan todas sus 
necesidades. Dieron a sus Idolos nombres como 
Waddan , Suwa'an , Yaghutha , Ya'auga y Nasran , 
(Estos Idolos representaban, respectivamente, el poder 
masculino, la mutabilidad, la belleza, la fuerza bruta, 
la rapidez, la vista aguda, la perspicacia) de acuerdo 
con el poder ellos pensaron que estos dioses poseian. 

Allah el Todopoderoso revelo: "Elios (idolatras) han 
dicho:" No dejaras a tus dioses ni abandonaras Wadd 
, ni Suwa , ni Yaghuth , ni Ya uq ni Nasr (nombres de 
los idolos). " (CH 71:23 Coran). 

Originalmente, estos eran los nombres de buenas 
personas que habian vivido entre ellos. Despues de su 
muerte, se erigieron estatuas de ellos para mantener 
vivos sus recuerdos. Despues de algun tiempo, sin 
embargo, la gente comenzo a adorar estas estatuas. Las 
generaciones posteriores ni siquiera sabian por que 
habian sido erigidas; solo sabian que sus padres les 
habian rezado. Asi es como se desarrollo la adoracion 
de idolos. Como no entendian a Al-lah el 
Todopoderoso, quien los castigaria por sus malas 
acciones, se volvio cruel e inmoral. 

Ibn Abbas explico: "Despues de la muerte de aquellos 
hombres justos, Satanas inspiro a su pueblo a erigir 
estatuas en los lugares donde solian sentarse. Lo 
hicieron, pero estas estatuas no fueron adoradas hasta 
que las siguientes generaciones se desviaron del 
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camino correcto. vida. Luego los adoraron como a sus 
idolos 

En su version, Ibn Jarir narro: "Hubo personas justas 
que vivieron en el periodo entre Adan y Noe y que 
tenian seguidores que los tenian como modelos. 
Despues de su muerte, sus amigos que solian emularlos 
dijeron: ’Si hacemos estatuas’ de ellos, sera mas 
agradable para nosotros en nuestra adoracion y nos los 
recordara Asi que construyeron estatuas de ellos, y, 
despues de que murieron y otros vinieron tras ellos, 
Iblis se arrastro en sus mentes diciendo: 'Sus 
antepasados solian adorarlos, y a traves de esa 
adoracion recibieron lluvia'. Entonces ellos los 
adoraron 

Ibn Abi Hatim relato esta historia: " Waddan era un 
hombre justo que era amado por su pueblo. Cuando 
murio, se retiraron a su tumba en la tierra de Babilonia 
y se vieron abrumados por la tristeza. Cuando Iblis vio 
su tristeza causada por su muerte, se disfrazo con la 
forma de un hombre que decia: "He visto tu tristeza por 
la muerte de este hombre, <;,pucdo hacer una estatua 
como el que pueda ponerse en tu lugar de reunion para 
que te acuerdes de el?" Ellos dijeron: 'Si'. 

Entonces el hizo la estatua como el. Lo ponen en su 
lugar de reunion para que se lo recuerden. Cuando Iblis 
vio su interes en recordarlo, dijo: ’^Puedo construir una 
estatua de el en el hogar de cada uno de ustedes para 
que el este en la casa de todos y puedan recordarlo?' 
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Elios estan de acuerdo. Sus hijos aprendieron y vieron 
lo que estaban haciendo. Tambien aprendieron acerca 
de su recuerdo de el en lugar de Allah. As! que el 
primero en ser adorado en lugar de Ala fue Waddan , 
el Idolo que nombraron as! 

La esencia de este punto es que cada Idolo de los 
mencionados anteriormente fue adorado por cierto 
grupo de personas. Se menciono que las personas 
creaban arena pictorica a medida que pasaban las eras 
convirtieron estas imagenes en estatuas, de modo que 
sus formas pudieron ser plenamente reconocidas; 
luego fueron adorados en lugar de Ala. 

Se narro que Umm Salmah y Umm Habibah le 
contaron al Profeta Muhammad (PBUH) de Ala acerca 
de la iglesia llamada "Maria" que hablan visto en la 
tierra de Abisinia. Describieron su belleza y las 
imagenes alii. El dijo: "Esas son las personas que 
construyen lugares de culto en la tumba de cada 
hombre muerto que era justo y luego hacen esas 
imagenes. Esas son las peores criaturas de Allah". 
(Sahih al Bukhari). 

Adorar cualquier cosa que no sea Allah es una tragedia 
que resulta no solo en la perdida de la libertad; su 
efecto serio llega a la mente del hombre y lo destruye 
tambien. Dios Todopoderoso creo al hombre y su 
mente con el proposito de alcanzar el conocimiento, el 
mas importante de los cuales es que Ala solo es el 
Creador y el resto son adoradores (esclavos). Por lo 
tanto, la incredulidad en Ala, o el politelsmo, resulta 
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en la perdida de la libertad, la destruccion de la mente 
y la ausencia de un objetivo noble en la vida. (A1 adorar 
a cualquier cosa que no sea Allah, el hombre se 
convierte en esclavo de Satanas, que a su vez es una 
criatura y se enjaeza con sus propias cualidades mas 
bajas). 

En este ambiente, Allah envio a Noe con su mensaje a 
su pueblo. Noe fue el unico intelectual no atrapado en 
el torbellino de destruccion del hombre que fue 
causado por el politelsmo. 

Ala es su misericordia envio a su mensajero Noe para 
guiar a su pueblo. Noah fue un excelente orador y un 
hombre muy paciente. Senalo a su pueblo los misterios 
de la vida y las maravillas del universo. Senalo como 
la noche es regulannente seguida por el dla y que el 
equilibrio entre estos opuestos fue disenado por Allah 
el Todopoderoso para nuestro bien. La noche da 
frescor y descanso mientras que el dla da calor y 
despierta la actividad. El sol fomenta el crecimiento, 
manteniendo vivas a todas las plantas y animales, 
mientras que la luna y las estrellas ayudan a calcular el 
tiempo, la direccion y las estaciones. Senalo que la 
propiedad de los cielos y la tierra pertenece solo al 
Creador Divino. 

Por lo tanto, explico a esta gente, no puede haber mas 
de una deidad. Les aclaro como el diablo los habia 
enganado por tanto tiempo y que habia llegado el 
momenta de detener este engano. Noe les hablo de la 
glorificacion del hombre de Ala, de como EL lo habia 
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creado y le habia proporcionado sustento y las 
bendiciones de una mente. Les dijo que la adoracion 
de Idolos era una injusticia sofocante para la mente. 
Les advirtio que no adorasen a nadie mas que a Ala y 
describio el terrible castigo que Allah impondrla si 
continuaran en sus malos caminos. 

La gente lo escucho en silencio. Sus palabras fueron un 
shock para sus mentes estancadas, ya que es una 
sorpresa para una persona que esta dormida debajo de 
una pared que esta a punto de caerse y que se despierta 
vigorosamente. Esta persona puede alarmarse e incluso 
enojarse, aunque el objetivo era salvarlo. 

La gente de Noe se dividio en dos grupos despues de 
su advertencia. Sus palabras tocaron los corazones de 
los debiles, los pobres y los miserables, y suavizaron 
sus heridas con su misericordia. En cuanto a los ricos, 
los fuertes, los poderosos y los gobemantes, miraron la 
advertencia con frla desconlianza. Creyeron que 
estarlan mejor si las cosas se quedaran como estaban. 
Por lo tanto , comenzaron su guerra de palabras contra 
Noe. 

Primero acusaron a Noah de ser solo humano como 
ellos. "Los jefes de los incredulos de su pueblo 
dijeron:" Te vemos a ti, pero un hombre como nosotros 
(Ch 11:27 Coran) El, sin embargo, nunca habia 
dicho nada mas que eso. Afirmo que, de hecho, el era 
solo un ser humano; Ala habia enviado un mensajero 
humano porque la tierra habia sido habitada por 
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humanos. Si hubiera sido habitada por angeles, Ala 
habria enviado un mensajero angelical. 

La contienda entre los politeistas y Noe continuo. los 
gobemantes habian pensado al principio que la 
llamada de Noe pronto se desvaneceria por si misma. 
Cuando descubrieron que su llamado atraia a los 
pobres, a los trabajadores indefensos y comunes, 
comenzaron a atacarlo verbabnente y burlarse de el: 
"Solo los siguen los pobres, los mansos y los inutiles". 

Al-lah el Todopoderoso nos dijo: "De hecho, enviamos 
a Noe a su pueblo (dijo):" He venido a ti como un 
simple Warner que no adorns a nadie mas que a Ala, 
sin duda, te temo el tormento de un Dia doloroso los 
jefes de los incredulos de su pueblo dijeron: "Te vemos 
a ti, pero a un hombre como nosotros, y no vemos que 
te siga sino a los mas mezquinos de entre nosotros y 
ellos tambien te siguieron sin pensar". Y no vemos en 
usted ningun merito por encima de nosotros, de hecho 
creemos que usted es un men tiros o " (CH 11: 25-27). 

Por lo tanto, el conflicto entre Noe y los jefes de su 
pueblo se intensified. Los incredulos trataron de 
negociar: "Escuchen a Noah, si quieren que creamos 
en ustedes, luego descarten a sus creyentes. Son 
mansos y pobres, mientras que son elitistas y ricos; no 
hay fe en incluirnos a los dos". Noe escucho a los 
paganos de su comunidad y se dio cuenta de que 
estaban siendo obstinados. Sin embargo, fue gentil en 
su respuesta. Explico a su pueblo que no podia 
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despedir a los creyentes, ya que no eran sus invitados 
sino de Ala. 

Noe les hizo un llamamiento: "/Pueblo mio! No Ies 
pido riqueza , mi recompensa no proviene de nadie 
sino de Ala. No voy a ahuyentar a los que han creido. 
Seguramente van a encontrarse con su Setior, pero 
Veo que eres un pueblo ignorante. jOh, pueblo mio! 
iQuien me ayudara contra Ala, si los eche? £No 
pensaras? Yno te digo que conmigo estan los Tesoros 
de Ala ni que yo sepa lo que no se ve, ni digo que soy 
un angel, y no digo de aquellos a quienes tus ojos 
desprecian que Ala no les otorgara ningun bien. Ala 
sabe lo que esta en su interior (saludos a la Creencia). 
En ese caso, deberia, de hecho, ser uno de los 
Zalimeen (malhechores, opresores, etc.) ". (Ch 11: 29- 
31 Coran) 

Noe refuto los argumentos de los incredulos con el 
noble conocimiento de los profetas. Es la logica del 
intelecto que se deshace de orgullo e intereses 
personales. 

Los gobernantes estaban cansados de los argumentos 
de Noe. Allah el Exaltado relato su actitud: Dijeron: 
"jOh Noe! Has discutido con nosotros y mucho has 
prolongado la disputa con nosotros, ahora traenos lo 
que nos amenazas, si eres sincero". El dijo: "Solo Ala 
lo traera (el castigo) sobre ti, si El quiere, y entonces 
no escaparas. Y mi consejo no te beneficiara, incluso 
si deseo darte consejo, si la Voluntad de Ala es 
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mantener te desviaste. El es tu Senor, y a El volveras 
(Chi 1:32-34 Coran) 

La batalla continuo; las discusiones entre los 
incredulos y Noe se prolongaron. Cuando todas las 
refutaciones de los incredulos colapsaron y no tuvieron 
mas para decir, comenzaron a ser groseros e insultaron 
al profeta de Ala: "Los Uderes de su pueblo dijeron:" 
Verdaderamente, te vemos en un claro error (Ch 
7:60 Coran) 

Noe respondio a la manera de los profetas: "jPueblo 
mlo! jNo hay error en ml, pero soy un Mensajero del 
Senor de los Alamin (humanidad, geniosy todo lo que 
existe)! Te transmito los Mensajes de mi Senor y darte 
consejos sinceros. Yse por Ala lo que no sabes (CH 
7: 61-62 Coran) 

Noe continuo apelando a su pueblo a creer en Allah 
hora tras hora, dla tras dla, ano tras ano. El amonesto a 
su pueblo y los llamo a Allah dla y noche, en secreto y 
abiertamente. EL les dio ejemplos, explico los signos 
de Allah e ilustro la habilidad de Allah en la fonnacion 
de Sus criaturas. Pero cada vez que los llamaba a Allah, 
se escapaban de el. Cada vez que los instaba a pedirle 
a Allah que los perdonara, se tapaban los oldos con los 
dedos y se enorgulleclan demasiado de escuchar la 
verdad. 

Allah el Todopoderoso lo relacionado Noe enfrento: 
En verdad, lo enviamos Noe a su pueblo diciendo: 
"Advierta a su gente antes de que llegue a ellos un 
castigo doloroso." 
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El dijo: "jOh mi pueblo! En verdad, soy un simple 
Warner para ti, que debes adorar a Ala solo, ser 
obediente a Ely obedecerme, El (Ala) teperdonara tus 
pecados y te darn un plazo fijo En verdad, el termino 
de Allah cuando se trata, no sepuede retrasar, si tii lo 
supieras 

Dijo: "jSehor En verdad, he llamado a mi pueblo 
noche y dia (en secreto y abiertamente a aceptar la 
doctrina del Monotelsmo Islamico), pero todo mi 
vocacion ahadido nada mas que a su huida de la 
verdad verdad Cada vez que me llamaroni.l a ellos 
para que los perdones, se metieron los dedos en los 
oldos, se cubrieron con sus vestiduras y persistieron 
(en su negativa) y se magnificaron con orgullo. 
Entonces, en verdad, los llame abiertamente (en voz 
alta); en verdad, los proclame en publico, y les he 
hecho un llamamiento en privado, les dije: Pidan 
perdon a su Sehor, en verdad, El es indulgente, les 
enviara lluvia en abundancia y les darn un aumento en 
la riqueza y los nihos, y otorgar a vuestra disposicion 
jardines y honramos rlos 

iCual es elproblema con listed, que no le teme a Ala 
(su castigo), y que no espera la recompensa de Ala o 
que no cree en su unidad? Mientras El te ha creado en 
diferelites etapas. (Ch 23: 13-14 Coran) 

lNo ves como Ala ha creado los siete cielos uno sobre 
el otro, y ha hecho de la luna una luz en ellay ha hecho 
del sol una lampara? Y Ala los saco del polvo de la 
tierra. Despues El te devolvera a ell a (la tierra ), y te 
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traera (de nuevo en el Dia de la Resurrection) Ala ha 
hecho para ti la tierra extendida (una extension) que 
puedes andarpor caminos anchos. 

Noe dijo: "jMi Senor! Me han desobedecido , y han 
seguido a alguien cuyas riquezas e hijos no le han 
dado mas crecimiento que solo la perdida. Han 
tramado un complot poderoso. Han dicho: 'no dejaras 
a tus dioses ni te iras. wadd, ni Suwa , ni Yaghuth , ni 
Ya'uq ni Nasr (nombres de los idolos). De hecho , han 
extraviado a muchos. /Oh, Ala! No conceda ningun 
aumento a los Zalimeen (politelstas, malhechores e 
incredulos) etc.) guarde el error 

Debido a sus pecados, se ahogaron, luego se les obligo 
a entrar al Fuego y no encontraron a nadie para 
ayudarlos en lugar de Ala. (Cap 71: 1-25 Coran). 

Noe continuo llamando a su pueblo a creer en Ala 
durante novecientos cincuenta anos. Allah el 
Todopoderoso dijo: De hecho , enviamos a Noe a su 
pueblo y permanecio entre ellos mil ahos menos de 
cincuenta ahos (invitandolos a creer en la Unidad de 
Allah (Monoteismo) y descartar a los dioses falsos y 
otras deidades). (Ch 29:14 Coran) 

Sucedio que cada generacion que pasaba amonestaba a 
la siguiente para que no le creyera a Noe y le hiciera la 
guerra. el padre solia ensenarle a su hijo sobre el asunto 
que estaba entre el y Noah y aconsejarle que rechazara 
su llamado cuando llegara a la edad adulta. Su 
disposicion natural rechazo creer y seguir la verdad. 
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Noe vio que el numero de creyentes no aumentaba, 
mientras que el de los incredulos si lo era. Estaba triste 
por su gente, pero nunca llego al punto de 
desesperacion. 

Llego un dla en que Allah le revelo a Noe que ningun 
otro creerla. Ala lo inspiro a no llorar por ellos, en cuyo 
momento Noe rezo para que los incredulos fueran 
destruidos. Dijo: "jSehor! No dejes a ninguno de los 
incredulos en la tierra. Si los dejas, desviaran a tus 
esclavos y no engendraran mas que malvados 
incredulos (Cap. 71:27 Coran) 

Ala acepto la oracion de Noe. El caso fue cerrado, y El 
paso Su juicio sobre los incredulos en la forma de una 
inundacion. Allah el Exaltado le ordeno a Su adorador 
Noe que construyera un area con Su conocimiento e 
instrucciones y con la ayuda de los angeles. Al-lah 
Todopoderoso ordeno: "Y construye el barco bajo 
Nuestros Ojos y con Nuestra Inspiracion y dirigete a 
Ml no en nombre de aquellos que hicieron trial: 
seguramente se ahogaran". (Ch 11:37 Coran) 

Noe eligio un lugar fuera de la ciudad, lejos del mar. 
Recolecto madera y herramientas y comenzo a 
construir el area dla y noche. La burla de la gente 
continuo: "jOh, Noah! ^La carpinterla te atrae mas que 
la profecla? ^Por que estas construyendo un area tan 
lejos del mar? ^Vas a arrastrarla al agua o la 
transportara el viento por ti? " Noah respondio: 
"Llegaras a saber quien sera avergonzado y sufrira". 
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Allah el Todopoderoso narro: Mientras construla la 
nave, cada vez que los jefes de su pueblo pasaban 
cerca de el, se burlaban de el. El dijo: "Si te burlas de 
nosotros, asl tambien nos burlamos de ti por tu burla. 
Y sabras de quien sera el tormento que lo cubrira de 
desgracia y de quien caera un tormento duradero". 
(Ch 11: 38-39 Coran) 

La nave fue construida, y Noah se sento esperando la 
orden de Ala. Allah le revelo que cuando el agua 
brotara milagrosamente del homo en la casa de Noe, 
esa serla la serial del inicio del diluvio, y la serial para 
que Noe actuara. 

El terrible dra llego cuando el homo en la casa de Noah 
se desbordo. Noe se apresuro a abrir el area y convocar 
a los creyentes. Tambien se llevo consigo un par, 
macho y hembra, de todo tipo de animal, pajaro e 
insecto. A1 ver que llevaba a estas criaturas al area, la 
gente se rio a carcajadas: "jNoah debe haberse vuelto 
loco! ^Que va a hacer con los animales?" 

Todopoderoso Allah narro: Asl fue hasta que vino 
nuestra Ordeny el homo broto (agua como fuentes de 
la tierra). Dijimos: "Embarcate alii, de cada clase dos 
(hombresy mujeres), y tufamilia, excepto aquel contra 
quien la Palabra ya ha salido, y aquellos que creen". 
Ynadie lo creyo excepto algunos. (Coran 11:40 Coran) 

La esposa de Noe no crera con el, asl que no se unio a 
el; tampoco lo hizo uno de los hijos de Noe, que en 
secreto era un incredulo pero que habra frngido fe 
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delante de Noe. Del mismo modo, la mayorla de la 
gente no crela y no subio a bordo. 

Los estudiosos tienen diferentes opiniones sobre el 
numero de personas que estaban con Noah en el barco. 
Ibn Abbas dijo que habla 80 creyentes, mientras que 
Ka ab al Ahbar sostenla que habla 72 creyentes. Otros 
afirmaron que habla 10 creyentes con Noe. 

El agua se levanto de las grietas en la tierra; no hubo 
una grieta de la cual el agua no se levantara. la lluvia 
cala del cielo en cantidades nunca antes vistas en la 
tierra. El agua continuaba saliendo del cielo 
elevandose desde las grietas; hora tras hora el nivel 
subio. Los mares y las olas invadieron la tierra. El 
interior de la tierra se movio de una manera extrana, y 
los fondos oceanicos se levantaron de repente, 
inundando la tierra firme. La tierra, por primera vez, 
fue sumergida. 

Ala conto la historia ash El (Noe) dijo: "Embarcate en 
el Nombre de Allah sera su curso movily su anclaje en 
reposo. Sin duda, mi Sehor es indulgente, 
misericordioso". asi que (el barco) navego con ellos 
en medio de las olas como montanas, y Noe llamo a su 
hijo, quien se habia separado (aparte), "jOh hijo mio! 
Embarcate con nosotros y no estes con los incredulos 
". El hijo respondio: "Me Ilevare a una montaha, me 
salvara del agua". Noah dijo: "Este dia no hay 
Salvador del Decreto de Ala excepto el que tiene 
misericordia de el". Y una ola se interpuso entre ellos 
por lo que el (el hijo) estaba entre los ahogados. 
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Se dijo: "jOh tierra! jTraga tu agua, y oh cielo! Retira 
(tu lluvia) ". El agua se redujo (se hizo para disminuir) 
y se cumplio el Decreto (de Ala) (la destruccion del 
pueblo de Noe). Y (el barco) descansaba en el Monte 
Judi, y se dijo: "jFuera con las personas que son 
Zalimeen (politelstasy malas acetones)!" 

Noe Ilamo a su Sehor y le dijo: "jOh mi Sehor! 
jVerdaderamente, mi hijo es de mi familial 
Ciertamente, tu promesa es verdadera, y tu eres el mas 
justo de los jueces". EL dijo: "/Oh, Noah! 
Seguramente, el no es de tu familia, en verdad, su obra 
es injusta, asi que no me preguntes de lo que no tienes 
conocimiento. Te lo advierto, no sea que seas uno de 
los ignorantes 

Noah dijo: "/Oh, mi Sehor !, busco refugio en Ti para 
no pedirte aquello de lo que no tengo conocimiento. Y 
a menos que me perdones y tengas misericordia 
conmigo, seria uno de losperdedores". 

Se dijo: "jOh, Noe! Desciende (del barco) con la paz 
de nosotros y las bendiciones sobre ti y sobre las 
personas que estan contigo ( y sobre algunas de sus 
crias), pero (habra otras) personas a quienes les 
garantizamos sus placeres (por un tiempo), pero al 
final les llegara un doloroso tormento ". (Cap 11: 41- 
48 Coran) 

Con el tenia del comando divino, la calma volvio a la 
tierra, el agua retrocedio y la tierra seca volvio a brillar 
bajo los rayos del sol. El diluvio habia limpiado la 
tierra de los incredulos y politeistas. 
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Noe libero a los pajaros y los golpes que se esparcieron 
por la tierra. Despues de eso, los creyentes 
desembarcaron. Noah puso su frente en el suelo en 
postracion. Los sobrevivientes encendieron un fuego y 
se sentaron a su alrededor. Se habla prohibido 
encender un fuego a bordo para no encender la madera 
del barco y quemarlo. Ninguno de ellos habla comido 
comida caliente durante todo el perlodo del piso. 
Despues del desembarco hubo un dla de ayuno gracias 
a Allah. El Coran dibuja el telon de la historia de Noe. 
No sabemos como continuaron sus asuntos con su 
gente. Todo lo que sabemos o podemos detenninar es 
que en su lecho de muerte pidio a su hijo que adorara 
solo a Ala, Noe luego fallecio. 

Abdullah Ibn Amru Ibn A1 relato que el Profeta 
Muhammad (la paz sea con el) dijo: "Cuando la muerte 
del Mensajero de Allah Noe se acerco, amonesto a sus 
hijos: 'De hecho, les darla consejos de gran alcance, 
ordenandoles que hagan 2 cosas, y advirtiendole que 
no haga tambien dos cosas. Le ruego que crea que no 
hay mas dios que Ala y que si los siete cielos y las siete 
tierras fueron puestos en un lado de una escala y las 
palabras "no hay mas dios que Allah" "fueron puestos 
en el otro, este ultimo seria mayor que el anterior. Te 
advierto contra la asociacion de socios con Ala y 
contra el orgullo". (Sahih al Bukhari) 

Algunas tradiciones dicen que su tumba esta en la 
Mezquita Asustada en La Meca, mientras que otros 
dijeron que fue enterrado en Baalabak , una ciudad en 
Irak. 
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
